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‘Home-made church dedicated 


on site where pastor was born

COLTON—It is not every priest 
who can build a church on the spot 
where he was born. But Father Peter 
Luque, pastor of San Salvador parish 
here, managed it. 


The new church, built by the 
labor, love and donations of the 
parishioners, stands right across the 
road from the place where the pastor 
was born, now the church parking 
lot. 


ON A WARM Spring Sunday 
afternoon the star shaped edifice 
which replaces the old wooden 
structure was dedicated by Bishop 
Leo T. Maher, on a fiesta occasion 
witnessed and enjoyed by about 700 
persons overflowing the church 
seating. 


Former pastors were among the 
30 priests attending, and a special 
welcome was given to ‘‘Chicano’’ 
Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert Chavez in 
this parish which has an English- 
Spanish bilingual community and 
liturgies. 


_ Colorful banners, trumpets, mar- 
iachis and traditional music brought 
sounds and scenes which will long 
be remembered in this city, herald- 


. 


ing the official opening of a facility 


' which will become a center of so 


much activity, built, as it is, in 
multi-purpose style. 


Father Luque, who spoke in both 
English and Spanish paid tribute to 
the people of the parish, ‘‘a 
community of great hope, expecting 
the. best from God, a caring 
community,’’ he said. 


His mother and father watched 
from the large congregation as their 
priest son described the church as 
truly a labor of love. And, as if 
explaining his personal philosophy, 
he said: ‘‘It’s more important to 
grow useless and let God use you.”’ 


Bishop Maher joked that Father 
Luque ‘‘has got us all working for 
him,’’ stating that he had watched 
the progress with personal interest 
and visits since he broke ground 
three years ago. 


And as the multitude of photog- 
raphers flashed their bulbs and 
whirred their movies, the landmark 
occasion for this community moved 
from the church to the rectory area, 
where the fiesta spirit went on long 
after the sun went down behind the 
sand cliffs which form the western 
horizon to San Salvador’s parish. 


Attacks on ‘Dimes’ campaign 
unfounded, say U.S. bishops

Catholics can support the March of Dimes 
Foundation in good conscience despite 
repeated charges by pro-life groups in this 
diocese and across the country that the 
foundation supports abortion and anti-life 
researchers. 


“Those charges are simply not true,’’ 
claims Frank Nihil, executive director for the 
San Diego-Imperial Valley chapter of the 
March of Dimes. He said he has received 
more than a hundred calls from pro-life 
activists demanding to know the founda- 
tion’s abortion position. 


ACCORDING TO its official policy, said 
Nihil, a Catholic and member of St. Therese 
parish, San Diego, ‘‘the foundation does not 
stand either for or against abortion and 
states that legal abortion is outside its 
purview.”’ 


He said the March of Dimes is a charitable 
organization that raise funds for medical and 
scientific research on the causes, prevention 
and treatment of birth defects. 


Supporting Nihil’s statements are policy 
statements prepared for the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops (NCCB) by 
its Committee for Population and Pro-Life 
Activities directed by Msgr. James 
McHugh. 


MSGR. MC HUGH has said the March of 
Dimes supports numerous valuable activities 
and that its policies relating to such areas as 
genetics counseling are morally acceptable. 


Official foundation policies also ‘‘prohibit 
the use of grants to conduct abortion 
research or to defray the cost of performing 
induced abortion:on a human patient,’ 
according to Nihil. 


He said the March of Dimes has raised 
more than $3 million in San Diego and that 
most of it has been given to institutions and 
individual researchers in San Diego. 


GRANTS HAVE gone to the Salk Institute 
for Biological Studies, and to individuals at 
Scripp’s Clinic and Research Foundation and 


the University of California Hospital and 
Medical School. 


Nihil also stated that March of Dimes 
policy states that ‘‘doctors or other health 
professionals receiving grants should not 
direct patients toward abortion, nor should 
consent to. abortion be required for mothers 
requesting foundation-sponsored prenatal 
diagnostic services:’’ 


One medical procedure supported by 
March of Dimes, amniocentesis, is a major 
target of pro-life groups condemning the 
foundation. 


AMNIOCENTESIS is the withdrawal by 
needle of a small amount of fluid from the 
amniotic sac that surrounds the unborn 
child. The fluid is analyzed to determine if 
the child will suffer from birth defects such 
as Down’s Syndrome (mongolism). 


In a 1975 study March of Dimes reported 
that 2;187 women who feared possible birth 
defects underwent the procedure and 62 
mothers, or 2.8 per cent, discovered that 
their unborn child suffered some genetic 
disorder. Of those women 60 had abortions. 


Dr. Arthur Salisbury, March of .Dimes 
national vice president for medical services, 
said: ‘‘Without the definitive answers made 
possible through the procedure, many more 
of the mothers may have chosen abortion 
because of the statistical odds of genetic 
disorders alone.”’ 


MSGR. MC HUGH, the U.S. bishops’ 
pro-life activities secretary, supported Dr. 
Salisbury’s statement. The 60 abortions 
mentioned in the study ‘‘do not reflect on 
amniocentesis,’ he said. ‘‘The procedure 
itself is a morally neutral thing and the 
blame for the 60 abortions résts upon the 
entire mentality that now exists on 
abortion.’ 


Dr. P. Declan Burke, an obstetrician and 
pro-life activist in Washington, D.C., agreed 
saying that he uses the procedure in his 
practice. He added: ‘‘I wish the pro-life 
movement would avoid getting bogged down 
on this’ issue.”’

In two British dioceses 


General absolution offered — 
to attract lapsed Catholics — 


LONDON (NC)—The bishops of two 
English dioceses are trying to make it easier 
for lapsed Catholics to return to the practice 
of their faith without their having to go to 
confession first. 


Bishop Eric Grasar of Shrewsbury and his 
auxiliary, Bishop John Brewer, and Bishop 


James McGinness of Nottingham and his © 


predecessor, retired Bishop Edward Ellis, 
will give general absolution at ‘‘station 
Masses” they will preside at during Lent. 

IN A PASTORAL letter, Bishops Grasar 
and Brewer quoted the parable of the 
prodigal son who was forgiven by his father 


‘before he could make any ‘‘confession.’’ 


“There are many who want to return to 
the Church after being years away,’’ the 
bishops wrote, ‘‘but they can’t bring 
themselves to go to confession—not yet, at 
any rate.’’ 


At the station Mass those present will be 
invited to accept the forgiveness of all their 
past sins: “‘No need for them to go to 
confession there and then—only to be sorry, 
to want to turn back to God, to confess their 


sins later after they have been welcomed 
back to the fold... 


“IN ONE GENERAL act of repentance the 
bishop will grant all who are present and so 
desire the forgiveness of all their sins. They 
can then immediately return to Holy 
Communion.”’ 


The aim is not to diminish recourse to the 
Sacrament of Penance but to help those for 
whom having to go to confession would be an 
insuperable obstacle in the way of their 
returning to the Church, the bishops 
indicated. 


In a note to their clergy, the Shrewsbury 
bishops said: ‘‘In this way, many who are 
conscious of grave sin would find their way 
back to the sacraments through general 
absolution. 


“Having been absolved and having 
received Holy Communion, they would find 
confession no longer the insuperable 
difficulty it was before absolution. These 
people have a need for general absolution 
re it is pastorally desirable to provide it for 
them.”’

In a separate service, Fleet 
Audio, a company founded 
last summer -by Harvey and 
John Stenbeck, who is cur- 
rently studying in the dioce- 
san permanent diaconate 
program, recorded work- 
shops and addresses on 


_ cassette tapes for use on 


home tape recorders. 
Harvey views the work of 


‘Fleet Audio as a personal 


apostolate. ‘“‘Our goal,’’ he 
explained, ‘‘is. to provide 
quality cassette recordings of 
Christian teachings at the 
lowest possible prices.”’ 


AT THE Congress Harvey 
and his co-workers taped 46 
workshops and lectures, sell- 
ing the cassettes at $2 
apiece. The fee, he ex- 
plained, covers the cost of 


equipment, materials and 
expenses. 

Using sophisticated equip- 
ment, Harvey can begin 
reproducing as many as 200 
cassettes per hour within 
minutes after the master 
tape is cut during the 
presentation. 

Fleet Audio also covered 
the West Coast Catholic 
Charismatic Convention in 
San Diego last August, 
preserving nearly every 
workshop and presentation. 
Tapes of both the charismatic 
conference and the CCD 
Congress may still be pur- 
chased at San Diego Catholic 
Charismatic Renewal Serv- 
ices, 4592 30th St. 


HARVEY NOTED that he 
also frequently tapes charis- 
matic days of renewal and 
also the weekly scripture 
classes taught by Father 
Jerome Bevilacqua, OSA, at 
St. Augustine High School. 
He said that he is available to 
tape smaller seminars and 
conferences. 


“There is no cost to the 


sponsoring organization, nor 


do they have to guarantee 
tape sales. All we need is the 
work space and the authority 
to operate,’’ he said. 


In the near future Harvey 
plans to begin a tape lending 
library with a catalogue of 
more than 500 titles. For a 
yearly membership fee of 
$2.50 people will be able to 
borrow up to three tapes for a 
two-week period.

After years of saving, Riverside 
parishioners have new church

RIVERSIDE—After nearly 
1S years, the old has finally 
given way to the new for the 
people of St. Anthony’s 
parish here. On Feb. 29, 
Bishop Leo T. Maher dedi- 
cated their new church at a 
special Mass. 


Old St. Anthony’s was a 
landmark in _ Riverside’s 
Casablanca district. The 
Mexican parish was founded 
in 1923, and the old adobe 
church served the people 
from that time until last 
summer when it was razed to 
make room for the new 
building. 

OVER HALF a century 
worshipers can form a strong 
attachment to their church, 
but ‘‘we have known for 
many years that that the old 
building would have to go,”’ 
said Father James Reilly, 
CSSp, pastor. ‘‘The city had 
declared it unsafe as an 
earthquake hazard.”’ 

it took several years, he 
said but eventually the 
people raised more than half 
the cost of the $200,000 
church. Construction began 
last July. 


The dedication Mass was a 
gala celebration joined by a 
parade of former pastors. 
Msgr. Luis Balderas of 
Calexico, St. Anthony’s pas- 
tor from 1951-1966, was 
homilist. 


HE recalled the struggies 
of the early parishioners to 
build the first St. Anthony’s, 
and congratulated the people 
on their new church, empha- 
sizing the need for them to 
build a spiritual community 
as well. 


Bishop Maher told the 
congregation that the new 
church should become the 
center of their lives, becom- 
ing a spiritual focal point 


reflected in their lives and 
homes. 


Of modern design the new 
church features a_ highly 
pitched roof supported by 
wooden arches. Using the 
pews from the old church, 
the seating capacity is 300. 


BUT OLD St. Anthony’s is 
more than a memory. The 
bells from the original church 
now hang in a bell tower 
designed especially for the 
new church. 


“In the Mexican culture,’’ 
Father Reilly said, ‘‘bells are 
very important. When the 
parish leaders began to ring 
them for the dedication 
Mass, the sound seemed to 
electrify the community.’ 


program has been a definite 
help in involving the people 
in parish life. 


“About SO parishioners - 


have donated their time as 
ushers, CCD teachers, lec- 
tors, choir members and 
visitors of the sick and 
elderly. Others have pledged 
their talents as carpenters, 
painters and electricians for 
the maintenance of the 
parish plant,’’ he said. 


AT ST. MEL’S, Norco, 
Father J. Ernest Hayes, 
pastor, reports about 150 
parishioners pledging time 
and talent. He notes that 
senior citizens are especially 
active in the time and talent 
area. 


“One elderly parishioner 
is now playing the organ for 
our Saturday evening Mass, 
and another, a retired R.N., 
has been serving as school 
nurse and playground super- 
visor,’’ he said. 


Father Robert Rockwell, a 
member of the ministerial 
team at Our Lady of Soledad, 
Coachella, reports that a 
number of his low-income 
parishioners this year were 
unable to pledge cash. 


“BUT THEY did pledge 


time and talent,’’ he said, 
reporting that about 200 
people volunteered for tasks 
ranging from CCD teaching 
to gardening and landscap- 
ing on the parish grounds. 


In terms of treasure, 
Standing is pleased with 
Stewardship ’76 results. 


Stewardship ’76 goals by 
county are San Diego, 
$1,235,500; San Bernardino, 
$451,250; Riverside, 
$268,000; and ~-Imperial, 
$32,750. ‘‘San Diego and 
Imperial counties are over 
goal and San Bernardino and 
Riverside are very close with 
two weeks left in the drive,’’ 
Standing said. 


HE ALSO noted that 
$1,992,000 was redeemed in 
the Stewardship ’75 drive, 
noting that 68.2 per cent was 
redeemed in San Diego 
county, 18.5 per cent in San 
Bernardino county, 11.8 per 
cent in Riverside county and 
1.5 per cent in Imperial 
county. 


“Although we have no 
formal census figures to work 
from, we feel that the 
percentages are relatively 
close to the distribution of 
Catholics in the diocese,’’ 
Standing said.

An auto parts dealer, the 
deacon was one of the first to 
graduate from the perman- 
ent diaconate program of this 
diocese.

Christiansto blame 


Slack-morals and law-breaking have resulted 
in part from the failure of Christians to practice 
and preach asceticism. Today authority and law 
which put forth an exterior norm corresponding 
to our being’s interior needs are no longer 
accepted or listened to. Spontaneity seems to 
be the fundamental right of human action. 


This situation has led to an explosion of blind 
freedom, instinctive passion, uncurbed crime 
and the renunciation of intelligent and 
responsible decision-making. People question 
how this situation came to be. The answer is 
found in the unwillingness of Catholics to 
practice asceticism themselves and to teach 
that practice to their children. 


We know well that this chapter in the 
program of renewing Christian life does not 
enjoy the: favor of public opinion, and 
sometimes not even the respect of certain 
teachers who call themselves moralists and 
Christians. This attitude is shown especially 
clearly in the unfavorable reactions, to the 
recent [Vatican] declaration on sex ethics. 


Our ascetic efforts which perfect our moral 
conduct have two moments: one negative, 
which the masters of the spirit call 
mortification, fast and penance; the other 
positive, geared toward fortification of virtue. 


Keep this in mind. You are not real 
Christians if you are not strong. You are not 
strong, even spiritually, if you are not in some 
way athletes, those people who exercise hard 
and for long periods.—To a general audience 


Duty of reporters 


Be defenders of human life wherever it is 
threatened and especially for those who are 
defenseless or when a war has begun which 
does not seem justified by absolute demands of 
justice. 


Do not remain mute when the dignity and 
honor of the human person are threatened by 
violence, by economic exploitation, by a 
slackening of behavior exemplified very well 
by our permissive society. — To Rome’s foreign

It's all in the reaction 


All newspaper: editors know that most of the - 


correspondents to letters columns are reacting 
unfavorably to something. People are always quick 
to complain, criticize and condemn. Rarely are they 
as ready with unsought praise, thanks and 
endorsement. 


A very good example is the Opinion Forum in this 
week’s Southern Cross, facing this page. The 
letters are all in defense of the selection of One 
Flew Over the Cuckoo’s Nest as a movie for 
Catholic teachers to see as guests of the Mission 
Office. But the letters came only as a result of 
letters published previously which condemned the 
movie. If those letters had not been published we 
would never have known how much the Sisters and 
others whose letters appear appreciated the movie, 
the message and Father Anthony and his work, as 
reflected in Opinion Forum. 


These .are adverse reactions—to the original 
letters— proving the point that most people are only 
stirred to write from positions of opposition. How 
good it would be—even as a lenten observance— if 
we all determined to be freer with our praise, more 
speedy with our appreciation, and particularly more 
effective in proclaiming the Good News. 


Pastors’ viewpoints 

Someone suggested that we should get the 
pastor’s point of view on any letter writer to 
Opinion Forum ‘before publication. Can you 
imagine such a form of censorship? Not that | think 
pastors would necessarily object to the writers, but 
what an extraordinary way to select viewpoints for 
letters. Some people are evidently all for free 
speech, so long asthe only voice heard is theirs. 


Father Edward Byington, newly appointed editor 
of the Anchor, diocesan weekly of Fall River, 
Mass., received a directive from the diocesan 
chancellor not to print letters from a certain 
layman. Father Byington had not received any 
letters from this layman in his short period as 
editor, but objected to the prior censorship implicit 
in the directive..So he was fired as editor. 


Msgr. Salvatore Adamo, editor of the Catholic 
Star Herald, of Camden, N.J., and one of the most 
experienced, respected and outspoken Catholic 
clerical newspaper editors, said Father Byington 
had been ‘‘sacrificed on the altar of ecclesiastical 
censorship.’’ But Msgr. Adamo is sometimes 
somewhat extravagant in his expressions. Editors 
of most diocesan papers generally have much 
greater freedom than their secular counterparts. 


Scoop from Rome 


Father William Sullivan, OSA, who has been in 
Rome several months now from his most recent 
post as former assistant superintendent of schools 
here, tells me he recently assisted at the 25th 
anniversary Mass of the official sacristan to the 
Pope, Bishop Peter van Lierde, also an 
Augustinian. The quarter century marked his years 
as bishop. The 79-year-old prelate entered the 
Augustinian Order in 1925, and was rector of St. 
Monica’s international college in Rome _ before 
being named vicar general for Vatican City in 1951. 


Hitler’s revenge 

Liberalized abortion legislation in Italy brought 
fierce front page attacks in the Vatican newspaper 
L’Osservatore Romano recently. 


‘Hitler, the gas chambers, sterilization of the 
retarded, genocide, elimination of incurably ill and 
old people, euthanasia—they are all links on the 
same chain,’’ said the newspaper. 


“Hitler is having his revenge through the 
abortion legislation of Western nations.’’ The 
paper added that legislation should ‘‘condemn and 
punish abortion as a violation of the human being’s 
right to life.’’ 


Speaking frankly 


My namesake, Edwin Newman, of TV fame, has 
written a splendid book pointing out the ruinous 
misuse of the English language. The following 
extract from a. diocesan department - bulletin 
indicates the kind of language he rails against: 
‘‘They also become aware of the fact that they can 
work to catalyze the already present potential of the 
members of their group by: ‘facilitating’ their 
interaction rather than ‘leading’ them in the old; 
authoritarian sense of the word.’’ 


Priest refuses taxes 


It’s tax form time again and we all have our 
“homework to do to try to get back that big bite out 
of last year’s paychecks. One activist priest, Father 
John P. Egan of Jersey City, refuses to fill out a 
form. It’s his form of protest against ‘‘the diabolic 
ways in which the U.S. Government spends so 
much of the money given to it by its citizenry.’’ 


As it happens, he is not subject to tax, since he 
gives away anything surplus to his needs. He has 
quite a record of arrests and convictions for 
anti-war and nonviolent demonstrations on behalf 
of the UFW and other causes. 


When. God calls 


In the past week or so, two friends and colleagues 
have been called out of this life by God. John 
Watson was only 38 when he collapsed while 
playing basketball for his parish, St. Vincent’s, San 
Diego. Deacon David Fitzgerald of St. Anne’s, San 
Bernardino, died at 53 after a protracted and 
particularly painful bout with cancer. John worked 


with us on the Synod communications commission. — 


David, with four of us, was one of the first 
permanent deacon class, all ordained in 1974. Both 
men leave loving families. Both leave many, many 
friends who packed their parish churches to pay 
respects. Both served their parishes and their 
communities with love and dedication. 

These somewhat trite words cover so much in 
lives which God called to an earthly close in his own 
way and in his own time. David was always 


concerned that, since his ordination, he had been ~ 


unable to exercise his diaconate ministry in the 
fullest sense, owing to ill health. But as a ministry 
of suffering, his apostolate was unsurpassed and a 
true blessing and help to multitudes. God calls. We 
can only-respond as best we can. 


Hey God, | don’t believe in you 


We were talking...about the many 
times we are moved to say of some 
circumstance, ‘‘How could we face 
such a thing without faith?’’, and 
speculating on the emptiness and fear 


that must haunt those who go through 


life without faith in God and trust in 
the total goodness of his will. 


A national news magazine recently 
reported a major film actor as 
claiming to be atheist with ‘’no belief 
in God.’’ He then offered a_ brief 


- summary of the kind of life which he, 


at more than 60 years old, found 
worthwhile. 


IT WAS LIKE the bravado of a 
child, whistling in the. dark. ‘‘Hey, 
God. | don’t believe in you, do you 
hear@’’ And yet there was truth in it. 
There are very many people whose 
lives and philosophy of life betray no 
confidence in the existence or the 
power of God. 


There is a great deal of evidence of 
absence of faith in the world today. 
Fear, panic, avid self-interest, the 
scramble for wealth and_ status, 
disrespect for the life and property of 
others, pan-sexualism, cynicism, hed- 
onism—and so on. 


Nor is the lack of faith confined to 
those who are openly or _ tacitly 
atheistic. Many of us who claim to 
believe, live in a manner which 
contradicts what we profess. Faith is 
more than a philosophy, or an 
intellectual assent. It is a way of life. 
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WITHOUT FAITH in God, the only 
purpose to life, | would imagine, must 
be the preservation of one’s own 
existence, the furtherance of the 
species and improvement of the 
quality of life, in a materialistic and 
humanistic sense. And from such a 
viewpoint many of the things which 
are outrageous to people of faith and 
offensive to the intrinsic dignity of the 


person, could appear not only 
practical and logical, but even 
prudent. 


With no God, we assume the 
prerogatives of a god and will arrogate 
to ourselves the power of challenging 
and ignoring the basic laws’ of 
humankind. In the end, our aim is to 


be served rather than to serve. 


Without faith, for instance, we 
could accept abortion as a practical 
alternative to an unwanted or possibly 


handicapped child and euthanasia as 
a prudent service to burdened 
individuals and communities. Without 
faith, fidelity and perseverance in a 
difficult marriage would equate with 
masochism and divorce present an 
eminently satisfactory solution. With- 
out faith our peak experiences would 
rise from personal achievement and 
pleasure, and love lose its quality of 
transcendence and self-forgetfulness. 


WITHOUT FAITH, suffering be- 
comes an obscenity and death no more 
than. personal obliteration. But faith 
makes sense of the illogical, the 
impractical. It gives purpose to 
suffering and meaning to death. 


A person of faith is committed to 
something and someone beyond 
himself and his occupation, beyond 
the limitations of his earthly exist- 
ence. For him there are certain 
immutable values, certain principles 
which overrule his own subjectivity. 
He has a goal and purpose, and 
meaning shapes his life. 

With faith comes that objectivity so 
necessary if we are to work for the 
good of others, and protect the rights 
of those unable to protect their own; if 


we are to bring the Kingdom of God to 
reality in our own lives. 


IN FAITH, we are never alone, 
never unloved, never without hope, 
never without the assurance that 
whatever the circumstances, good will 
ultimately be served. One wonders 
how it is that someone, given the 
alternatives could deliberately choose 
the emptiness of life without God. 


Few of us, however anti-religious, 


could admit to dedicating ourselves to‘ 


a life without love. None of us likes to 
be thought unloving or unloved. None 
of us likes to think that we have turned 
our backs on love. But to deny God is 
to deny love and the eternal source of 
love. : 


Why do we do it? Perhaps because 
we are afraid to wholly commit 
ourselves to love. We are all, | think, 
afraid to trust ourselves completely to 
someone else, to find our identity in 


totally self-abnegating service to 
another. 
And when we are. sufficiently 


afraid, we can only continue to face 
life by denying the existence of what 
we are so much afraid of.

‘Cuckoo's Nest’ leads fo hornet’s nest 


Letters commenting on the selection of the movie “One Flew Over the Cuckoo’s 
Nest’’ for showing to Catholic educators at the invitation of the Mission Office appeared 
in SC of March 4. Letters this week present other views on the showing. They have been 
edited for length in order to print as many as possible.—Ed 


Action of ‘un-Christian’ editor 


On reading the letters to the editor (SC, 
Mar. 4) about One Flew Over the Cuckoo’s 
Nest, | was first enraged and then deeply 
saddened—for three reasons: (1) that there 
are still persons who call themselves 
Catholics but who have dissociated them- 
selves from the true Church of post-Vatican 
II; (2) that the judgment and reputation of a 
really ‘‘Catholic’’ priest has been impugned; 
and (3) that an ostensibly Christian editor 
would print such an unjust, unwarranted 
attack. 


If the writers are concerned that the 
Sisters should still be breathing only the 
rarified air of the ‘‘garden enclosed,”’ they 
should acquaint themselves with the 
teaching of the Catholic Church. I quote 
from Vatican II’s Decree on the Appropriate 
Renewal of Religious Life: ‘‘Communities 
should promote among their members an 
awareness of contemporary human condi- 
tions’’, and, ‘‘Candidates should be 
admitted only if they have the needed 
degree of psychological and emotional 
maturity.”’ : 


What is more frightening about the letters 
is that the writers apparently also think that 
the young should be taught to ignore the 
injustices in our society, close their eyes to 
the real world and to their obligations to it, 
and just take care of themselves. 


As for the second point, I would dare 
anyone, priest or lay person, to come 
anywhere near the director of the Propaga- 
tion of the Faith in real Christian living. He 
does not tear down; he is constantly building 
up. He is not just preaching Christ; he is 
being Christ. He is so busy about Christ’s 
business that he can’t be a busybody; he is 
such an unselfish, Christlike person that he 
would not condemn anyone, even in private. 


So he gets condemned publicly, not only 
by unknowledgeable people (did the writers 
see the movie themselves, much less see the 
play and read the book—it is a classic) but by 
the deacon editor of a diocesan paper. There 
must have been many letters; why did the 
editor choose not one, but two, derogatory 
ones?

This series of articles during Lent on 
the changes in the Sacrament of 
Penance replaces ‘‘Photomeditation.’’ 


Father Miller is a member of the Los 
Angeles archdiocesan liturgical com- 
mission and vice rector of St. John’s 
Seminary. 


The new Rite of Penance is not a 
radical change in our present practices. 
The purpose of the changes is to make 
the sacrament a more meaningful and 
prayerful experience. A brief descrip- 
tion of the new rite follows: 


1. When the penitent comes to 
confess his sins, the priest welcomes 
him warmly and greets him with 
kindness. The penitent makes the sign 
of the cross, which the priest may make 
also. The priest invites the penitent to 
have trust in God in these or similar 
words: ‘‘May God, who has enlightened 
every heart, help you to know your sins 
and trust in his mercy.’’ 


2. Then the priest may read or say 
from memory a text of sacred scripture 
which proclaims God’s mercy and calls 
people to conversion. Most of the 
suggested readings take about half a 
minute to read, some even less. Here is 
one example: ‘‘Give thanks to the 
Father for having made you worthy to 
share the lot of the saints in light. He 
rescued us from the power of darkness 
and brought us into the kingdom of his 
beloved Son. Through him we have 
redemption, the forgiveness of our 
sins’’ (Colossians 1:12-14), 


3. The penitent confesses his sins. If 
necessary, the priest helps him with his 
confession and gives suitable advice. 
He urges the penitent to be truly sorry 
for his sins and to renew his faith in the 
grace of the sacrament. He then

Penance—the new look 


The new rite: 
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step by step 


Proposes an act of penance which the 
penitent accepts to make satisfaction for 
sin and to amend his life. 

4. The priest asks the person to 
express his sorrow, which he may do 
according to the old ‘‘act of contrition’’ 
or he may use one of several new 
prayers. For example, he may say, 
“Lord, God, in your goodness, have 
mercy on me; do not look on my sins but 
take away all my guilt. Create in me a 
clean heart and renew within me an 
upright spirit.’” Or even very simply: 
“Lord Jesus, Son of God, have mercy on 
me, a sinner.”’ 

5. The priest extends his hands over 
the penitent’s head and says the words 
of absolution: ‘‘God, the Father of 
mercies, through the death and 
resurrection of his Son has reconciled 
the world to himself and sent the Holy 
Spirit among us for the forgiveness of 
sins; through the ministry of the Church 
may God give you pardon and peace, 
and I absolve you from your sins in the 
name of the Father and of the Son and 
of the Holy Spirit.’’: 

6. After the absolution the priest 
continues: ‘‘Give thanks to the Lord for 
he is good,’’ and the person responds: 
“His mercy endures forever.’’ The 
priest indicates that the rite is at an end 
by saying, ‘‘The Lord has freed you 
from your sins. Go in peace.’’ There are 
several other forms which may be used 
for the conclusion. 

There is also a rite of reconciliation of 
several penitents; a form of penance 
service, in which everything is done 
together except for the actual confes- 
sion of sins and the granting of 
absolution. 


Part of the beauty of the new rite 
consists in the many options available 
for prayers and readings, only a few of 
which have been mentioned here.

Helps to understand Christ 


As a religious and a teacher I would like to 
thank Father Anthony for inviting me to a 
“learning experience’.

(in SC) I fear the answer to these questions is 
“Yes’’. I am optimistic that with the help of 
people like Father Anthony we may all keep 
working to understand Christ better.

A time of Great Expectations 


Jesus’ prudence did not 
allow him to claim to be 
long-awaited Messiah 


very uneventful youth there and was now in

Jesus was born into a troubled. world. He 
started his public ministry in an even more 
troubled world. His people were chafing 
under the rule of pagan foreigners. True, 
they themselves had asked the Romans to 


_ Step in and take over Judea, but they had 
made their request out of desperation; they | 


simply could not endure the misconduct of 
the Herodians. 


Herod the Great had been bad enough; his 
son, Archelaus was impossible. The Roman 
procurators were a mixed lot, some good, 
some bad, some unbearably oppressive. 
Good or bad they were a constant thorn in 
the side of the Jews, an éver-present 
reminder of the low estate to which they, the 
people of God, had fallen. 


ONE DREAM, one sometimes fanatic 
desire possessed them: to be rid of alien 
domination and come into their own once 
more. Their dreams, their hopes were 
centered on the coming of the one of whom 
the prophets had spoken, the one whom they 
now called the Messiah, the ‘‘anointed 


a” 


one. 


There was no agreement on when or 
where or how he would appear. The 
prophets had been far from clear on details; 
rather, they had given so many details that it 
was hard, if not impossible, to blend them all 
into a reasonable composite. Some of Jesus’ 
contemporaries stressed one aspect of the 
messianic picture which had been sketched 
in the past, others stressed another. 


Most popular was the idea of a brilliant 
descendant of the royal line of David, a 
conquering hero who would lead the forces 
of tsrael to a crushing victory over the 
pagans and raise Israel to the status of 
number one world power. 


A STRONG MINORITY emphasized the 
spiritual qualities of the Messiah and of his 
rule. He would be kind and generous, just 
and merciful, completely and_ sincerely 
devoted to Yahweh. Still others gave up 
trying to reconcile the apparently contradict- 
ory elements of the prophets’ picture and 
looked for at least two Messiahs, one an 
invincible warrior and king, the other a 
saintly man of God. 


The Qumran sectaries, for instance, about 
whom the now famous Dead Sea Scrolls have 
told us so much, looked for a Messiah from 
the line of David and another from the line of 
Aaron: one a king, the other a_ priest. 
Associated with their coming in some 
mysterious way was to be one whom mer 
called simply ‘‘the prophet.’’ 


One day a young man from Galilee turned 
up in the-audience of a man who was 
creating quite a stir, John the Baptist, and 
submitted to his Baptism. His name was 
Jesus, and He came from an insignificant 
little village called Nazareth. He has spent a 


about his 30th year. He could trace His 
ancestry back to the great king, David, but 
the royal line had never rallied from the fall 
of Jerusalem back in 587 B.C. 


ALL THE HOUSE of David now had to 
show for its prestige and glory was its family 
tree. Little did the crowds who pressed about 
the Baptist realize that there stood in their 
midst the One for whose coming they 
yearned so ardently, the One who would 
raise the royal house of Judah to undreamed 
of glory and would establish an everlasting 
kingdom. But it was to be a kingdom of a far 
different sort from the one which the popular 
imagination had fashioned—and so no one 
took much notice of Him that day. 


It was not long, however, before He drew 
a great deal of attention and attracted a fair 
number of followers. With messianic 
expectations running so high, it was only 
natural that many. should at least entertain 
the hope that He might be ‘‘the one who was 
to come.”’ 
make no public, overt claim to being the long 
awaited Messiah. 


If He was asked point-blank, He usually 
managed to avoid giving a direct answer. 
Even after Peter’s acknowledgement at 
Caesarea Philippi, ‘‘You are the Messiah,”’ 
Jesus told him to be quiet and went on 
immediately to predict His passion and 
death. He did not deny the truth of Peter’s 
confession, but it was going to take some 
time for the disciples to realize just what 
kind of Messiah He was and how He was 
going to work out His mission. 


It is significant that Peter reacted rather 
violently to the prediction of the passion and 
death and Jesus had to reprimand him 
sharply. From this point on, especially in the 
Gospel of Mark, He refers to Himself 
consistently as the ‘‘Son of Man.’’ He simple 
did not like the title, Messiah. It conjured up 
too many false notions in the minds of His 
contemporaries. 


The title, Son of Man, was mysterious, but 
it suited his purposes. It had taken on certain 
messianic connotations since its introduction 
in the Book of Daniel. But the phrase itself, 
in its literal sense, suggested also authentic 
humanity, humility, lowliness, and served as 
a corrective to popular messianic ideas. 


Throughout His public ministry He 
remained ultimately a mystery, even for His 
disciples. It was only in the light of their 
resurrection experience and with the aid of 
the Holy Spirit that they began to realize just 
who He was. By that time, of course, the réal 
nature of His messianic identity and mission 
was clear and not open to misunderstanding. 


And so the apostolic Church had no 
hesitation about calling Him the Christ 
(Messiah) and could interpret His career 
eventually in this light in the four Gospels. 


Still, prudence dictated that He _

Mirrors of Wisdom 


Be willing to let our life 
- be marked by the cross

One day, two young men were walking 
along a country road. They were disillu- 
sioned and dejected. Their whole world of 


hopes and dreams had been shattered by an _ 


event which occurred in a nearby city just a 
few days before. The man whom they hoped 
would be the liberator of their nation had 
been nailed to a cross like a common 
criminal. Though their talk was lively as they 
walked along, anyone could see that their 
faces were sad. 


Suddenly, they heard footsteps behind 
them, as if someone were trying to catch up 
with them. The stranger who joined them 
was friendly enough and extremely self-pos- 
sessed, but, surprisingly, He seemed 
uninformed about the public execution of 
Jesus of Nazareth, ‘‘a prophet powerful in 
word and deed in the eyes of God and all the 
people.’’ (Luke. 24:19) So they told Him 
about their shattered hopes, the disturbing 
tales of some excitable women in their 
company, and the talk about a mission body 
and the vision of an angel. 


THEN THE STRANGER said to them: 
‘What little sense you have! How slow you 
are to believe all that the prophets have 
announced. Did not the Messiah have to 
undergo this so as to enter into His glory?”’ 


_ The risen Jesus confronted Cleopas and 

his bewildered companion with the most 
searching question He can ask any man or 
woman to ponder. He asked them to face the 
shocking unexpectedness of the cross. Yet 
when He began interpreting every passage 
of Scripture referring to Himself, they felt 
their hearts burning within them as He 
spoke along the way. And before He 
disappeared from their sight, they recog- 
nized their risen Lord as He broke bread 
with them in a wayside inn. 


_ Ona recent Sunday, thousands of us who 
are sometimes bewildered believers gath- 
ered around other tables to break bread with 
this same risen Lord. We were there because 
He promised to be there with us and to 
nourish our life with His vitalizing flesh. Like 
’, the young men on the road to Emmaus, most 
of us are still slow of heart to believe. 


THE CROSS of Calvary never ceases to be 
shocking. Yet on this day we had the 
wonderful audacity to say ‘‘Amen’’ to a 
prayer which voiced our willingness to let 
our lives be stamped and engraved with the 
foolishness of our Lord’s cross. 


_ Here are the words we put into our prayer: 

‘Father in heaven, the loving plan of your 
wisdom took flesh in Jesus Christ and 
changed mankind's history by His command 
of love. May our fulfillment of His command 
reflect your wisdom and bring your salvation 
to the ends of the earth.’” (Sixth Sunday of 
Ordinary Time.) 


To say “‘Amen’’ to this prayer involves 
commitment to a brave kind of loving. It is a 
willingness to pattern our love upon the 
self-emptying love of Jesus Crucified. Such a 
prayer is a reminder that every Christian is 
called to be a living mirror wherein people 
looking for salvation can find a reflection of 
Calvary’s wisdom. Our own fulfillment of the 
command of love is meant to be touched by 


” 


that foolishness of God which is wiser than 
men and that weakness of God which is 
stronger than men. (1 Corinthians 1:25) 


THIS IS unconventional wisdom by human 
standards. The toll it takes from the human 
spirit can at times be terrifying. The 
dimensions of love as they are set forth by 
Calvary’s cross can make even brave hearts 
wonder why salvation has to be such a 
daring and relentless adventure. 


To prepare his converts for this adventure, 
the Apostle Paul made a special prayer for 
them: ‘‘May Christ dwell in your hearts 
through faith and may. charity be the root 
and foundation of your life. Thus you will be 
able to grasp fully, with all the holy‘ones, the 
breadth and length and height and depth of 
Christ's love and experience this love which 
surpasses all knowledge.’’ (Ephesians 3:14) 


From the beginning, “‘the holy ones’’ of 
the risen Lord saw that there was breadth to 
the commandment of love as it was 
portrayed in the cross of Jesus. There is no 
room for insularity in Christian love. It is as 
summons to bring ‘‘salvation to the ends of 
the earth.’’ Christian love cannot block out 
areas of influence for itself. It is pledged to 
reach everywhere if it is patterned after 
Christ’s love. 


THE CROSS OF Jesus also shows that 
there is length to the commandment of love. 
It is not the feeling of a passing moment. It is 
not confined to periods of consolation or to 
hours of human enlightenment. It is 
commitment to a way of loving with an 
amazing staying power. It has endurance 
which surpasses human explanations. It is 
rooted in the undiminishing power of Christ 
in us. 


There is also a high-mindedness about the 
Christian response to Christ’s command- 
ment of love. It makes its motives for loving 
mankind from the heart of God Himself. If 
love were committed to respond only to what 
is humanly lovable, there would be moments 
when indignation and a sense of outrage 
would entitle us to nurture hatred in our 
hearts. 


But there are no moments in the life of a 
Christian which are not meant to echo 
Christ’s prayer, ‘‘Father, forgive them for 
they know not what they do.’”’ And this is not 
human sense. This is a reflection .of the 
‘Foolishness of God.”’ 


AND IT IS God’s mysterious love which 
gives depth to the commandment of love. 
The cross, upheld by a power outside itself, 
reminds us that our power of loving arises 
out of the gratuity of our Father’s gift to us. 
We can reflect his wisdom as it is learned on 
Calvary only if He first puts that kind of love 
in our hearts as a freely-given gift of grace. 
It is God’s own insight which enables us to 
discover beauty and hope and forbearance in 
human situations which might ordinarily 
evoke only our disdain. 


Love that surpasses human understanding 
is the great revelation of Calvary. And it is 
this kind of love we are commanded to 
reflect in our lives as we try to bring 
*‘salvation to the ends of the earth.’’ It does 
not make human sense but it does make 
Christians mirrors of God’s wisdom. 


Biblical Profile: Joel 
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Mien shall see visions

When written in Chinese, the word crisis 
is composed of two characters. One 
represents danger and the other stands for 
opportunity. This is how Joel understood a 
crisis of faith that afflicted his people in the 
years after the exile. He believed that faith 
would grow by successfully responding to 
successive challenges. He lived in times that 
tried and tested the souls of his people. 


The crisis was both physical and spiritual. 
A spectacular locust plague was devastating 
the land. Joel describes it with fearful 
accuracy. “‘The harvest of the field was 
perished. The vine has dried up. The fig tree 
was withered; the pomegranate, the date 
palm also, and the apple. All the trees of the 
field are dried up...The seed lies shriveled 
under its clods. The barns are broken down, 
for the grain has failed. How the beasts 
groan! The herds of cattle are bewildered 
because they have no pasturage. Even the 
flocks of sheep have perished."’ (1:11-12; 
17-18) 


JOEL SEES in this devastation an image 
of the Day of the Lord when God will come in 
judgment upon an immoral people. The 
desolation of the farms, the widespread 
hunger, the disastrous effect on their 
incomes are a dress rehearsal for an ultimate 
spiritual judgment that will be even more 
fearsome. 


Realizing that the current danger can also 
be an opportunity, Joel believes that the 
people can repent. With the power of a 
revival preacher Joel urges the people to 
throw themselves on the mercy of God. 
“Rend your hearts and not your garments 
and return to the Lord.”’ (2:12) If they do so, 
the plague will end and the country can be 
rebuilt. 


The people listened to Joel. With the 
sound of the shofar (trumpet) a national time 
of prayer and fast from food and sex (‘‘Let 
the bridegroom quit his chamber and the 
bride her room”’ (2:16) signaled the people’s 
desire to change their hearts. The Lord 
heard their prayer. 


. JOEL CONTINUED the development of 
his theme of the Day of the Lord in words 
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The Way of the Cross 


that we normally associate with the Last 
Judgment and the end of the world. Jesus 
used similar language in his own Last 
Judgment sermon. Bible scholars call this 
the ‘‘apocalyptic’’ style of preaching. It 
employs the cataclysms of nature to 
illustrate the wrath of God against sins and 
sinners. A modern equivalent would be the 
so-called *‘fire and brimstone’ sermonizing. 


Michelangelo captured this aspect of 
religious discourse in his own Last Judgment 
canvas on the back wall of the Sistine chapel. 
Doomsday language tends to crop up in 
times of cultural and moral crisis. It builds 
upon an existing fear in people to persuade 
them to reform their lives. Its vividness and 
terrifying power has often been criticized 
because it seems to obscure the love and 
mercy of God. 


This is only true when the preacher 
exploits the fear of people and in face does 
not balance his message with the splendid 
miracle of God’s ever-present forgiveness. 
Biblical doomsday sermons always include 
the element of hope, forgiveness and 
opportunity. 


THIS IS the origin of Joel’s beautiful 
prediction of a joyful aftermath in which the 
Spirit of God will dwell among the people: 


‘Then afterward I will pour out 
My spirit upon all mankind. 
Your sons and daughters shall prophesy, 
Your old men shall dream dreams, 
Your young men shall see visions.’’ (3:1) 


St. Peter used this forecast of Joel at 
Pentecost to describe the real meaning of the 
descent of the Holy Spirit. The apocalyptic 
crisis of the passion and death of Jesus had 
passed. The undiluted glory of the 
Resurrection had come, and with it the gift 
of the Holy Spirit for every person open and 
receptive enough. 


DOOMSDAY TALK must always keep in 
mind its limitations. Some speakers tend to 
use it too much because it possesses an odd 
appeal for certain audiences. It expolits a - 
morose psychology which takes a perverse 
delight in dwelling on the dark side of the 
moon. Crisis is a danger and an opportunity. 
Balanced religion always remembers both 
elements. ‘

Herodes el Grande habia sido bastante 


malo, pero su hijo, Arquelao era imposible. i 


Los procuradores Romanos eran un grupo 
mixto, unos buenos, otros malos, algunos 
insoportablemente opresivos. Buenos o 
malos eran una constante espina en el 
costado de los Judios, un recordatorio 
siempre presente del estado bajo al cual 
ellos,-el pueblo de Dios, habia caido. 


UN. SUENO, un deseo algunas veces 
fanatico los poseia: el deshacerse del 
dominio extranjero y gobernarse a si mismos 
otra vez. Sus suenos, sus esperanzas se 
centraron en la llegada de uno, del cual los 
profetas habian hablado, de uno al que ahora 


‘Ilamaban el Mesias, el ‘‘ungido.’’ 


No habia un convenio de cuando o donde o 
como apareceria. Los profetas habian sido 
menos que claros en detalles; mas bien, 
habian dado tantos detalles que era dificil, si 
no imposible, encajarlos a todos en una 
composicion razonable. Algunos de los 
contemporaneos de Jesus dieron enfasis a 
un aspecto de la figura mesianica que habia 
sido dibujada en el pasado, otros daban 
enfasis a otro distinto. 

La mas popular fue la idea de un brillante 
descendiente de la familia real de David, un 
heroe conquistador que encabezaria las 
fuerzas de Israel a una victoria aplastante 
sobre los paganos y levantar a Israel al 
estado del poder numero uno en el mundo. 


UNA FUERTE minoria’ enfatizo las 
cualidades espirituales del Mesias y de su 
poder. El seria bondadoso y generoso, justo 
y misericordioso, completa y sinceramente 
devoto a Yave. Aun otros desistieron de 
tratar de reconciliar los elementos aparente- 
mente contradictorios de la figura de los 
profetas y buscaban por lo menos a dos 
Mesias, uno un guerrero invencible y rey, el 
otro un santo hombre de Dios. 

Los discipulos del Qumram, por ejempio, 
de las que los ahora famosos pergaminos del 
Mar Muerto nos han _hablado_ tanto, 
buscaban un Mesias de la linea de David y 
otro de la linea de Aaron: uno un rey, el otro 
un sacerdote. Asociado con su venida en 
alguna manera misteriosa fue uno al que 
simplemente llamaban ‘‘el profeta.’’ 

Un dia un joven de Galilea aparecio en la 
audiencia de un hombre que estaba creando 
uno fuerte revuelta, Juan el Bautista, y se 
sometio a su Bautismo. Su nombre fue 
Jesus, y vino de un pueblecillo insignificante 
llamado Nazaret. El ha pasado una juventud 
muy tranquila alli y tenia ahora sus 30 anos. 
El podia delinear su descendencia pasada 


hasta el gran rey, David, pero la linea real 
nunca se habia recuperado desde la caida de 
Jerusalen en el 587 A.C. 


TODO LO QUE la casa de. Dayid tenia 
ahora que mostrar para su prestigio y gloria 
era su arbol familiar. Cuan poco realizaron 
las multitudes que se aglomeraban alred- 
edor del Bautista que ahi estaba entre ellos 
Aquel cuya venida esperaban tan ardiente- 
mente, Aquel que levantaria la casa real de 
Juda a una inspirada gloria y estableceria un 
reino sin fin. Pero seria un reino de una clase 
mucho muy diferente de la que la 
imaginacion popular habia formado—y por 
lo tanto aquel dia nadie puso mucha atencion 
en El. 


Sin embargo, no paso mucho tiempo antes 
de que El atrajera una gran atencion y a un 
buen numero de seguidores. Con las 
esperanzas mesianicas que corrian a voces, 
era solo natural que muchos por lo menos 
concibieran la esperanza de que El podia ser 
“el que habia de venir.’’ No obstante, la 
prudencia dictaba que El no hiciera una 
reclamacion publica y patente de ser el 
Mesias por tanto tiempo esperado. 


SI SE LE preguntaba directamente, El por 
lo regular se ingeniaba para evitar el dar una 
respuesta directa. Aun despues del reconoci- 
miento de Pedro en Cesarea Filipo, ‘‘Tu eres 
el Mesias,’” Jesus le dijo que callara y 
prosiguio inmediatamente a predecir Su 
pasion y muerte. El no nego la verdad en la 
confesion de Pedro, pero les iba a tomar 
algun tiempo a los discipulos realizar 
exactamente que clase de Mesias era El y 
como iba El a llevar a cabo su mision. 

Es significativo que Pedro reaccionara 
mas bien violentamente a la prediccion de la 
pasion y muerte y Jesus tuvo que reprimirlo 
severamente. Desde ese punto en adelante, 
especialmente en el Evangelio de Marcos, El 
se refiere a si mismo consistentemente como 
el ‘‘Hijo del Hombre.’’ A El simplemente no 
le gustaba el titulo de Mesias. Conjuraba 
toda clase de nociones falsas en las mentes 
de Sus contemporaneos. 

El titulo, Hijo del Hombre, era misterioso, 
pero le quedaba a sus propositos. Habia 
adquirido ciertas connotaciones mesianicas 
desde su introduccion en el Libro de David. 
Pero la frase misma, en su sentido literal, 
sugeria tambien humanidad autentica, 
humildad, bajeza, y sirvio como correctivo a 
las ideas mesianicas populares. 


A TRAVES DE su ministerio publico El 
permanecio esencialmente un misterio, aun 
hasta para Sus discipulos. Fue solo a la luz 
de su experiencia en la resurreccion y con la 
ayuda del Espiritu Santo que comenzaron a 
darse cuenta exactamente quien era El. Para 
ese entonces, por supuesto, la verdadera 
naturaleza ,de Su identidad y mision 
mesianica fue clara y no abierta a 
malentendidos. 

Y entonces la Iglesia apostolica no vacilo 
en llamarle el Cristo (Mesias) y pudo 
interpretar Su carrera eventualmente en esta 
luz en los cuatro Evangelios.

Goodbody’s Ivy Chapel 
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By Msgr. Francis J. Weber 


When Vatican Council I opened in Rome 
in 1870, the youngest and the last to die of 
the more than 700 prelates in attendance, 
Bishop James Gibbons, Vicar Apostolic of 
North Carolina, was already beginning to 
become the leading figure in the U-S. 
Church. 


He was named bishop of the Richmond, 
Va., diocese in 1872. Five years later he was 
named Archbishop of Baltimore, and he 
received the red hat of a cardinal in 1886. 


HE WAS the first American to take part in 
the election of a pope. On the national level, 
the history of the Church in the U.S. from 
1870 to 1921 is largely a biography of his 
episcopate. Without any doubt those were 
important years in the Catholic life of the 
country. 


The various stages of political and social 
development through which the nation 
passed—those of reconstruction and reor- 
ganization, of immigration and assimilation, 
of the nation’s emergence as a dominant 
world-power in international affairs—could 
be taken as the outstanding features 
influencing the evolution of ecclesiastical life 
which was beginning when James Gibbons 
arrived at Baltimore in 1877. 


Animosity to the Church had not abated in 
the decade between 1870 and 1880, and in a 
speech in 1875, President Ulysses S. Grant 
advocated taxing Catholic churches, schools 
and colleges out of existence: 


“TF WE ARE to have another national 
contest, I predict that the dividing line will 
not be the Mason and Dixon’s, but between 
Protestantism and intelligence on one side, 
and superstition and ignorance on the 
other,’’ he said. 


One year later Cardinal Gibbons published 
one of theemost popular books ever written 
by an American Catholic, Faith of Our 
Fathers. Released to coincide with the 
nation’s centennial in 1876, the book marked 
a dividing line in the history of American 
Catholic apologetics. More than three 
million copies were purchased in the 60 
years after its publication. 


Probably no appointment in the history of 
the country, with the exception of Bishop 
John Carroll, was more providential than 
Cardinal Gibbon’s transfer to the Archdio- 
cese of Baltimore. Almost immediately he 
became and remained the acknowledged 
leader of the hierarchy in the U.S. 


In 1934, at the tercentenary of Maryland, 
the late Peter K. Guilday spoke of Gibbons 
and his place on the national scene:

Church to popularity 


John Carroll, our first bishop and archbishop 
was to make the Catholic Church known. His 
leadership, Bishop John 
England of Charleston, S.C., had the task of 
making the Church feared by the un-Ameri- 
can bigots who assailed her.

“To John Hughes, first Archbishop of 


New York, went even the greater task of 
making Catholics respected by the Yankee 
snobs in power, in politics, and in 
educational institutions. 

“To Gibbons remained the far more 
difficult task of making the Catholic Church 
loved by all good and loyal Americans. That 
he succeeded is beyond all question, 
succeeded so well in fact that we run the risk 
of forgetting the equally great leaders, 
ecclesiastic and lay, from 1877 to 1921, who 
cooperated so generously in the same 
work,"’ Guilday wrote. 


NOT LONG AFTER the close of the Third 
Plenary Council, which opened in Baltimore 
in 1884, Cardinal McCloskey of New York 
died. The next year. Pope Leo XIII promoted 
James Gibbons to the Sacred College. 
Cardinal Gibbon’s journey across the 
Atlantic, in the winter of 1887, has a certain 
fascination since his companion on the 
voyage was Cardinal-designate Elzear 
Taschereau of Quebec, who was also on the 
way to Rome for the red hat. 


The two prelates found themselves 
diametrically opposed on one of the pivotal 
questions of the day, labor unions. 
Taschereau had condemned and excommun- 
icated the Knights of Labor in his 
archdiocese. Gibbons was determined to 
avoid that action in the U.S. through a 
personal appeal to the Pope whom he knew 
to have a high appreciation and concern for 
the working man. : 

Rome and its people were highly 
impressed by the new Cardinal Gibbons, 
especially with the sermon at his installation 
as titular pastor of the Basilica of Santa 
Maria in Trastevere. 


AFTER HEARING about Gibbon’s views, 
Pope Leo XIII was prepared to understand 
the cardinal’s honesty when he received his 
letter asking the Holy See’s approval for the 
Knights of Labor, then claiming five million 
adherents in the U.S. and Canada. 


There are even those who maintain that 
Cardinal Gibbon’s plea for the Knights 
influenced Pope Leo’s statements in the 
encyclical, Rerum Novarum, issued several 
years later. 


Cardinal Gibbons was quick to realize that 
the waves of Catholic immigrants had gone 
onto the labor market and that they had to be 
given an active role in securing the rights of 
the worker in his relations with manage- 
ment. x

A look at books 


ETHICS OF MANIPULATION by Father 
Bernard Haering. New York, The Seabury 
Press. 218 pages, $8.95. 


We have the ‘‘liberated woman,’’ the 
“fabricated man,’’ and the technological 
“culture.” We have them, but have they 
added anything to the dignity of man, or his 
true freedom? 

Father Haering thinks not, and he writes 
to alert us to these dangers. He sees in the 
pro-abortion issue the manipulation of 
women; in the euthanasia propaganda the 
manipulation of life itself. 

This is an important volume on the ethical 
issues in medicine, behavior control and 
genetics. Thoughtful readers will surely 
appreciate this work. It should be a ‘‘must”’ 
purchase for every library. 


RELIGIOUS READING. Washington, D.C., 
Consortium Press.

This is the first of what will hopefully be 
an annual guide to new religious books. The 
first volume covers the 2,000 religious books 
published in 1973. 

They are arranged in 41 categories, and 
most of the entries are carefully annotated. 
Since I have published three bibliographies, 
I can appreciate the tremendous amount of 
work that this volume entailed. That it lacks 
an author index is a major shortcoming. 

This useful library reference tool will be 
helpful for librarians, booksellers, 
teachers and students. It deserves to be a 
success.
